W. Lamb, also in the private car, was scalded 
about the face and body. Palmer, the freight 
brakeman, was uri over the freight en- 
gine into the mass of debris and escaped with 
a bad scald on his face and both hands terri- 
bly burned.

PUT STONES IN HIS POCKET. 


| A Despondent Brewer Takes His Life and 


Tells the Reason Why. 


About 3:15 p. m. yesterday Lorenzo Ward, who 
lives in this city, discovered a male floater about 100 
yards above the mouth of Harlem Creek. The body 
was lying in a pile of brush and drift, He notified the 
authorities, and the body, which was in an advanced 
state of decomposition, was removed to the Morgue. 
Last evening, Jos. Fueglein, a tailor at 506 Elm 
street, called at the Morgue and identified the re- 
mains as those of A. Leininger, a brewer. At the 
inquest held this morning Fueglein testified as fol- 
lows: **Deceased has stopped with me several times 
within the past two years, and I last saw him eight 
weeks ago. He is about 45 years old, 
born in Germany, married and a brewer by 
occupation. He was well off three years ago and 
went to Germany. At that time he owned a brew- 
ery. His wife is in San Bernardino, Cal., and he got 
a letter from heron March 23. which he read and 
threw in the fire. It did not burn, however, and 
the servant. girl read it. it was from 
his wife, and she wanted some mon- 
ey. I think that letter upset his 
mind, as ne has not been the same man since.“ On 
the remains was found a note written in German, 
which said that he had not committed suicide on ac- 
count of financial or domestic troubles, but that his 
mind was clouded, and he was afraid he was going 
insane. Among his effects in his trunk at 
Fueglein’s was a note saying:

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LEHMAN MUST ANSWER 


HIS PARTY SERVICES IN MAKING CITIZENS 
LAST FALL. 


Oneof the Naturalized Voters Alleges That 
the Delegate Secured Him Papers to 
Which He Was Not Entitled—Lehman’s 
Numerous Appearances in Court.

BRAVE BROTHERS. 


A Desperate Fight With Three Burglars in 
a Chicago Bakery. 


CuicaGo, III., April 10.—Theodore and Jacob 
Huebler, brothers, engaged in the grocery 
business at 184 Maxwell street, were seriously 
stabbed last night in a desperate encounter 
with burglars. Looking across the street 
from their store they saw three men trying to 
pry open the money drawer in Myer’s bakery. 
No one was in the room but the burglars. The 
grocers, who are courageous and powerful 
men, rushed in and grappled with two of the 
intruders. Grasping a chair, one of the burg- 
lars, with a stunning blow, floored Jacob 
Huebler. His brother had knocked down bis 
man and grappled with the third one. The 
prostrate brother recovered, and after a 
short, flerce struggle the three burglars were 
knocked down. ‘Springing to their feet, two 
ot the thieves whipped out knives and mur- 
derously slashed at the brothers. Terribly 
cut on the arm and shoulder, Theodore 
fell to the floor and the three robbers 
then turned their attention to Jacob. He 
parried their thrusts, receiving severe cuts on 
the hands and arms. He finally braced his 
back against the Wall and with a blow straight 
from the shoulder sentone of his assailants 
against the counter. Before Huebler could 
recover his guard one of the men siashed him 
on the thigh and arm and he fell down 
near! unconscious from the loss of 
blood. Yelling like wild Indians, the three 
desperadoes, flashing their bloody knives 
above their heads, dashed through the crowd 
of people attracted by the noise of the affray.

The People’s Theater Site Sold to Charles A, 
Spalding—Other Property News.
